CALGARY, Aug. 25, 1886. 

To-day “ Clinker” Scott,son-in-law of Chas. 
Whitford of Blind river, was found shot dead 
in his house near the Twin bridges six or 
eight miles west of here. The murder is sup- 
posed to have been committed by the same 
gang that robbed the mail. 

The Edmonton stage was robbed near the 
Twin Buttes, eighteen miles out from Calgary 
about one o’clock on Monday by two men, 
They were on foct, armed with carbines and 
revolvers and wore masks. They had hidden 
in the long grass close to the roadside and 
suddenly sprang up when the stage horses 
were within ten or twelve feet of them, The 
stage stopped at once. The driver and pas- 
sengers were ordered down and marched to 
a coulee where they were searched. The 
driver, P. Campbell, lost $200; J. Burns, Jr., 
travelling for Ashdown of Winnipeg #70, but 
another seventy he had on him was over- 
looked ; J. Clokey, representing the Massey 
Mfg. Co., $80, and Mr. Gauthier, who had 
been working all last winter for Lamoureux 
Bros. ,8125. The robbers then returned to the 
stage and went through the mail bags and 
luggage. They got nothing of value in the 
luggage and overlooked the registered mail 
sacks. After completing their seaygh they 
unhitched the horses, mounted them and 
rode off. The are supposed to have been 
new at the business. The police are in pur- 
suit. A detective who hast been here some 
days say's he knows the gang who did it.

THE MAILS. 


The recent robbery of the Edmonton stage 
surprised no one. On the contrary people 
were surprised that it had not occurred be- 
fore. It has been simply notorious that for 
the past two or three years there has been an 
immigration of a inost undesirable class into 
the North-West. Up to the present season 
these found employment for their peculiar 
talents in gambling and whiskey peddling, 
And as these occupations were quite profita- 
ble and comparatively safe the immigration 
continually increased until now these branch- 
es of business are overcrowded and new fields 
must be worked, Since the rebellion cash 
has been more plentiful in the country than 
ever before. The mails carry large amounts 
and private individuals are frequently well 
loaded with ‘‘suyar.” Immunity from law- 
lessness for many years has made those who 
have money careless in guarding it, while 
this very carelessness offers a temptation to 
the crooks which they are not slow in yield- 
ing to, At the same time the authorities, in- 
stead of keeping a sharp lookout for bad char- 
acters and snatching them for the minor of- 
fences of gambling and whiskey smuggling 
80 that that they and others would be deter- 
red from going to greater lengths have prac- 
tically shut their eyes to the fact of the 
laws being broken or the presence of the law 
breakers, until by this class they are looked 
upon without fear if not with absolute con- 
tempt. It was formerly the boast of the 
North-West that it had no criminal class and 
that consequently life and property were 
more secure than in the east. This boast 
cannot now be made, We have a criminal 
class; one that keeps up its traditions of rob. 
bery and murder—a class that will not be ig- 
nored, That life and property are at pre- 
sent unsafe in the North-West cannot be de- 
nied and may as well be freely admitted, so 
that means may be the more promptly taken 
to restore that security which existed in the 
past. The injury that has been done already 
is zreat—so great that itis poor policy to 
mince matters iv speaking of it; so great 
that all forces should unite to remedy it as 
fast as possible. The drawback that an in- 
secure mail service is toa country cannot be 
overestimated. It strikes a community in its 
most vital point, and the first care of the au-

Tuk North-West prohibitory law,which the 
lieutenant-governor is allowed under the per- 
mit system to set at defiance or use as an of- 
fensive weapon at pleasure, has been further 
reduced towards absurdity by the permission 
extended to the C, P. R. Co. to sell liquor on 
their trains passing through the territories. 
If there is one place on earth where liquor 
should not be sold that place is a railway 
train, and when permission is given to sell it 
there it is hard to convince people of the jus- 
ticeof preventing its sale elsewhere. Op- 
ponents of prohibition hold the experience of 
the past few years shows that it cannot be 
made a success, Its friends say that the rea- 
son of its comparative failure in these years 
~-for in former years it was an acknowledged 
success—is that its proper enforcement is not 
desired by those high in authority upon whom 
the responsibility of its enforcement rests. 
That this is the reason of the systematic 
course of humbug pureued by the lieut.- 
governor in the issue of permits,which great- 
ly assists and encourages the illegal traftic in 
liquor. It is impossible to think that the au- 
thority which has granted free permission to 
the railway company tosell liquor is favor- 
able to a prohibition that will prohibit,or that 
it is doing or is likely to doits best to enforce 
prohibition. As long as this is the case it 
cannot be expected that prohibition in the 
North-West will be a success. And yet,loose- 
ly as the law is enforced, the fact that it is 
the law and that it can be enforced has a de- 
terrent effect on the traffic, so that there is 
not as yet as great an abuse of liquor in the 
Territories asin the adjoining province of 
Manitoba, although flately they have been 
rapidly sinking to that level. Matters have 
reached such a pitch now thatif the law is 
not to fall into utter contempt it must be 
enforced in good faith, against the C. P. R. 
as well as against other parties.

DR. WILSON’S OLD STAND, 


A HORROR, 


C. Lachappelle was a British Columbia 
miner who came here from Peace river with 
Ogilvie’s survey party three years ago. Since 
then he has mined on the Saskatchewan in 
summer and trapped in the winter, making 
hishome in a shanty on Beaupre’s flat en the 
south side of the river, two miles above Lam- 
oureux’ lumber landing and about 35 niles 
from town. He wasof middle age, a native 
of Grand Ste. Esprit, county of Montcalm, 
Quebec, and was an old acquaintance of 
several of the former British Columbians here. 
He was a quiet, inoffensive man who was sel- 
dom in town except when he brought down 
his furs in the spring or his gold dust in the 
fell. He was a good hunter and never pur- 
chased a large supply of provisions, depend- 
ing on his gun for a living. He vas subject 
to attacks of sickness and giddiness, and 
was of a rather despondent temperament. 
Last fall he started for Calgary, intending to 
give up the river, but came back and went 
upto his old shanty for the winter. About 
the middle of December last he was at La- 
tioureux’ landing while the men were work- 
ingatit. This was the last time he was seen 
alive. Early in January J. Kelly who was 
passing up the river wished to camp fora 
nightat Lachappelle’s place, but found the 
door locked and saw no tracks or other sign 
of life around. He concluded that Lachappelle 
had gone off on a hunting trip, #o he turned 
back and camped with Lamoureux. — His 
tracks were not seenon the river all winter 
and in spring he did not appear with his tur 
to trade as usual, At last peeple began to 
think there must be something wrong. On 
Wednesday ot this week J. Lamoureux took 
# canoe at his landing and went up stream 
to Lachappelle’s shanty. Arrived there he 
saw no trace of life around. Tried the door 
and found it was fastened from the inside. 
This he thought strange and determined to 
explore further. By means of a small ladder 
he reached the roof, and looking down the 
short, wide chininey he saw a kettle and cup 
on the table, This made him certain that 
Lachappelle was not away. He then got 
down the chimney and opened the door —the 
latch had been fastened down with a brad 
awl. By thelight through the open door- 
Way Lamoureux could see the dead body of 
Lachappelle stretched at length on his bed in 
the corner, his clothes on but his feet bare, 
His double-barrelicd gun lay with the stock 
detween his feet, one hammer at full cock 
and the other down while both his hands 
grasped the barrels near the muzzle. His 
whole face was gone-—blown off by the charge 
from one barrel of the gun, which he had ap- 
parently set off with his toe while holding 
the muzzle of the gun close to his chin. He 
must have died instantly. The body was not 
decomposed and gave out no offensive smell 

-ithad dried up. Ina box near the bed 
were a Couple of pieces of bacon, and in a 
corner some flour sacks, whether empty or 
not Mr. Lamoureux did not examine. There 
Were a fewfurs in the shanty. Mr, bLamou- 
reux Cale away at once, leaving everything 
as he had fonnd it and fastening the door. In- 
formation of the affair was brought to town 
on Friday by Mr. F. Lamoureux. The coro- 
her goes to-day to hold an inquest.

motive which led to the suppression of that 
report there may be many suppositions. 
Perhaps the most reasonable is that its pub- 
lication would have shown too clearly the 
mistake committed in every other action of 
the campaign, except the deciive day at 
Bitoche. It would have shown that a sud- 
den, determined,home attack would in every 
case have secured victory with slight loss. 
That the volunteers were capable of giving 
and their opponents incapable of withstand- 
ding such an attack. This Gen. Middleton 
could not afford to have appear and therefore 
used his authority to suppress.
